GUEST EDITORIAL

‘What image does the public have of amateur radio? Real life and 
death emergencies are relatively rare, thank goodness. We den’ 
‘make page one every day with oar public service activities. Yet itis 
important to keep our public image shiny, even inthe daily routine 
of operating our stations, Unfortunately, as the saying goes, “The 
times we are righ! no one remembers; the times we are wrong no. 
one forgets.” 

‘A surprising number of people, besides amateurs, listen to our 
bands, We come into contact with many more people as we deliver 
oF take messages, hold hamfests, or participate in eivie activities. 
What kind of impression do we make on these people? Does the 
public lump amateurs, and CB operators, and others with no 
licenses at all who tinker in radio, into the same category? Less 
than 0.15 per cent of the people in this country are amateurs, and 
probably less than half of these are active. In this sense at least we 
are an elite group. Do we project this image in our daily activities? 
‘Now thisis nota plea for snobbishness. Itis a plea for all of us toact, 
responsibly, and with the same intelligence. in other areas as we 
havealready demonstrated by mastering the code and theory. 

‘Some of the rudeness and bad operating one bears can be at- 
tributed fo the over enthusiasm and inexperience of a few younger 
hams, or to the grouchiness and stone headed attitudes of a few old 
timers. Yet the average American amateur is in his early forties, 
and is experienced, so he should not suffer from either of these 
‘problems. We have to work daily to make our public image a good 
‘one. We can't depend upon the headlines made by a few amateurs 
‘on rare occasions.

‘Arncw wrinkle this year was 
RTTY. Schedules were set up 
between Miami and Chipley {0 
exchange traffic between the 
{wo Florida sections. In Miami, 
Hal, W4YP_ at Dade Civil 
Defense, KAIFS, and Charlie, 
WAAKB punched tape and 
transmitted RTTY to WASSSB 
and WATGA in the panhandle 
‘The process was reversed for 
eastern Florida traffic. After 
fone hectic period at the 
beginning of the exercise when 
there appeared to be deliberate 
jamming of the net, the 
schedule accounted for 435 
messages. It is quick and easy 
fa sixty words per minute. 

‘The SSB nets had the brunt of 
the local traftic load. The 
Florida ‘Sidebard Emergency 
Netstarted about ten a.m. each 
day on 3940 KHz and kept going 
all. weekend.
